AT RUSSIA'S FRONT 




The Blue Triangle diftiewns in 
Petrograd were in half Aadow. A 
few scattered candles flung gleams as 
persistent and as vague as Bussia's 
hope of IUmt^. a bmidred Ihasstan 
girls and six yenUg men were guests 
of the first Yoang Women's Christian 
nssociatlon In all Russia. It was a 
gala afternoon tea but it was dadc 
becausfr tiie winter days end at ttsee 
o*do^ and there is a restriction on 
the use of candles and kerosene as 
well as of electricity. 

The giris were making merry even 
In the i^oora of winter. tt» twlHght 
and the dngedy of war. One slender 
white-faced girl with purple-shadowed 
eyes was merrier than all the rest 
Her wit and ringing laugh were coxt- 
tagioos. 

"Sonya Is wonderful tonight," one 
girl whispered to another as she 
stirred gently into her tea the one 
lamp of sugar dol6d out carefolly for 
the party. The Y. W. GL A. secre- 
taries had been saving the sugar for 
months — patting aside at each meal 
one of the two lumps served with the 
eoffee in the restamant. that there 
ai^t be a bit of swtet Cor this first 
party. There was no bread. 

"Sonya is not drinking her tea," 
her pale little admirer went on, "yet 
she tallied tliis morning st the fac- 
tetyr and Mie fbi Ow ouia n said was 
hungry." 

"We're all hungry," was the mo- 
notonous reply.

Two solid trains, laden ▼Ith the most 

comprehenslye orbits of war mate- 
rials ever shown west of the Missis- 
sippi River, with cannon captured 
tnm the Gtelrmaas tn the present world 
war. trophies tram many of the battle- 
fields, and with specimens of the ac- 
coutrements used by the Americans, 
Kritish and French, are touring the 
seven states making up the Eighth 
Federal Reserve District in the inter- 
est of the Liberty Loan Organization. 

In the Third Liberty Loan Campaign 
exhibit trains tonred the country, but 
then the material at hand was so 
scanty that it was Impossible to show 
Ruffldent to arouse the Interest of the 
spectator. 

For the Fourth Loan it is different. 
In vast warehouses in South St Louis 
during the past three months was as- 
sembled a wonderful collection of the 
r.rajs of the nations at war. There 
were the gas masks used by the 
French and the Germans in their 
Struggles for the world suprenucy. 
placed in passenger coaches tempo- 
rarily converted into exhibit cars. 

There are hundreds of the various 
kinds of band grenades used by the 
Central Powers and the Allies. Swords, 
entlasses, daggers, trench knives Used 
by the Marines, and hundreds of other 
specimens of small arms, all of which 
have seen active service. 

Big Quns en Fiat Cars. 
On flat cars that comprise a part of 
the train are great cuns captured from 
the Gernums and Austrians. all camou- 
flaged and mounted the same as they 
were the day the victorious Allies over- 
came the Hmu and took thoosands of 
prisoners. 

Machine guns, the kind used by the 
Americans and by all of the nations, 
ate fastened on the carii and mounted 
ro that the verleBt tyro in the war 
game may understand the terrible ef- 
tectiveness of these deadly weapons. 

One of the interesting txliibits is the 
array of air bombs, the lund that the 
Amerlcata ' birdmen are earryiag over 
'he frontier now and will dn^ on the 
r.dustrial region in the Rhine Valley 
and hasien the end ot the war. 

There are depth bombs, that have 
proven so effective in removing the 
submarine menace, and when one un- 
derstands the terrible power of the ex- 
plosive contained in the harraless-lodk- 
ing cans Me will understand how the 
submarine commanders dread to see 
the approach of the American destroy- 
tr that makes a specialty of dropping 
tht .Te depth bombs over the spot where 
I he undersea craft submerges. 

There Is row after row of the great 
shells that screech over the battle 
fronts, each shell so marked that the 
beliolder may realize in a measure the 
.irr.-age that can be wrought when 
■housands of giant guns are hurling 
these dreadful missiles miles through 
space and causing them to explode 
within the enemy lines. 

Every implement of warfare, the 
kind that the daily papers mention in 
every engagement, ia shown in count- 
less numbers, and each is so labeled 
;but the spectator may know sad var 
derstand. 

All MIy Explained. 
Then there are pictures, charts and 
literature that accompany the trains. 
With each train Is a corp^ of speakers, 
civilians, and soldiers who have seen 
actual service and who are sent back 
to recover from their wounds. These 
speakers describe the various anna 
and the soldiers describe the battles 
in which they fought and in which 
they received their wounds. 

The train is made up of flat cars, 
day coaches, sleepers and cafe ears. 
The workers in charge of the train live 
thereon and will remain until the end 
of tha campaign. The routes are ar- 
ranged and no changes can be made 
in them.

*^cterlologlsts who have studied in- 
flnenaa cpldemlca In the past have 

found fn many of die cases a very 

small rod-shaped germ called, after its 
discoverer, Pfelffer's bacillus. In other 
cases of apparendy the same kind of 
disease there were found pneomoeocci, 
the geram of lobar pneumonia. Sttli 
others have been caused by strepto- 
cocci, and by ethers germs with long 
names. 

"No matter what partleular kind of 
germ causes the epldea^c, it is now 
beliefod that Inflnenw is always 
spread from person to person, the 
germs being carried with the air along 
with the very small droplets of mucus, 
expelled by coughing or sneezfaig, 
loroefol taUog; and the like by one 
who ato«adr«nB the tetmanC the dis- 
ease. They may also lie c mtl ed about 
In the air In the form of dust coming 
from dried mucus, from coughing and 
«neezing, or from careless people who 
spit on the floor and on fiie Mawalk. 
As la meet «ther catling diseaaes, a 
person who has only a adld afetadt <tt 
the disease himself may glva 
oevere attack to others."

"Wherever You Are Is the Western 
Front" la the slogan which the Earn 
and Give dub has adopted. ' Anna, one 
wiry thirteen-year-old daughter of New 
York's East side, who was one of the 
first and yoongest mmlaen tajetn the 
campaign at a New Toffc wtOement 
house, had to have it explained to her 
that instead of western front meaning 
fight and fight meaning fists, the west- 
ton front means work and week means 
eave^ln order to 'give. 

The girl who Joins the Earn and 
Give club will discover that in con- 
Junction with her working and saving 
in order, that her dob will furnish its 
qnota Of the meney that Is going to 
help the gjrls like herself In France 
and Belgium, she will also find numer- 
ous ways in the community to help the 
war that she had never dreamed of.

Che and a half ' mllHon womfed' Itlid 
girls have marched into the service of 
the United States.govemment, to take 
the places of the m» who have been 
called to the oolora. With every draft 
and with the opening of every muni- 
tion cantonment the number is mul- 
tiplied. These girls work long hours 
and the work is hard and monotonous. 
Furthermore, they work at hl^ nerv- 
ous tension. On the Sldll/Of their fin- 
gers and the accuracy of tiielr eyes de- 
pends the lives of many soldiers, the 
winning or loslog of many battles. 

"I can't sleep at night because Tm 
so afraid I may have passed on some- 
thing that was not quite true," Bidd 
one young girl not yet In her twenties, 
who I ns p e cted' h undred s of torpedoes 
every day. 

Unless something can make this girl 
forget at night, and find some ftal/lwr 

hand will lose its cunning. 

i "Nights and Sundaj:?," said another, 
I "I walk and walk, and I nev» go the 
asms route twice until I have. worn 
OBt aH the oOMrs, and yet I eai^ for- 
get that perhaps some tkne, somehow, 
during the day something may have 
gone through that was not quite rl^t" 

"I wss Just on the edge of going 
back home," said another. *^ couldn't 
stand it. Then the recreation leader 
asked me if I played bai^et ball, and 
I told her I was too old. I'm twenty- 
tight She insisted that I Just try 
throwing ttie hall, and now rm captain 
of the basket ball team. I play tennis, 
and can 'set up' and 'wig-wag.' and 
they're going to make me fotofweaua 
of the room. That would have frli^t- 
ened me to death once. Bnt eyory' 
thing is different now, that WO ha^ 
our War Service dub." 

The war department had seen the 

need of occupations for out-of-work 
hours if the employees were to work 
at their greatest efficiency, and through 
the ordnukce department asked the 
Yonng Women's Chrtettan Aaebdatfam 
for recreation leaders, to line up the 
girls and direct their free-time pleas- 
ures. 

The government remhi^kid.^e Y. W. 
C. A. that as an orgaalzatioii It always 

had had an Interest In the right hous- 
ing of girls, in the right feeding of 
girls, and in the right education of 
girls, and that the inteMlgeirt care of 
these girls ^ the mitnftlons factories 
was one of the essentials In the win- 
ning of the war. The government 
could house and feed them. It could 
put up recreation bnlldlngs, but when 
this was done It was as htiptess as the 
father of a motherless girl. The gov- 
ernment is a composite man. He dldnt 
know what a girl should do when the 
six o'tioA taetmer whistle blew. He 
only knew Ae needed loOlElng after 
and he caHed to the one woman's or- 
ganization that for half a century had 
made a study of the needs of gins. 
Vagatiy, he had an idea that ^afae 
Shoidd be encootaged ^o play, ^t 
she needed wholesome recreation, and 
some onci^wise anr'sympathetlc as a 
carenn motner, to goide her sodaliae-

Italian Lucia was only one of thou- 
sands of foreign-bom women, Syrians, 
ItaUanj> Armealins, Bnssiaps, Llthu- 
aaianB, Mlali. who, when the draft 

called their men folk to the American 
colors, asked in helpless confusion 
what it was all about. When would 
their men be back) What did pe<^le 
■Man when thsy tsM them thejr woold 
receive money through the mall? 
Where could they find work that they 
knew how to do? Was tliere no one 
who coold ^iplain it all to them in 



The Y. W. C. A. was ready to offer 
assistance, but It would be of no value 
to offer it In English. Consequently 
it had to sopply a oocpe of wqmoi who 
eeaM telk to HM ftNlgn4Mni wwBan 
at her own door In the language that 
she was used to bearing In the home- 
land. To teach her English was as 
mestntlal a factor la her Amecicanlza- 
thm as to ted her a Job. ThMiore 
the war council oCthe/Z. W. <I A. eet 
out to find her ElngfUh. 

A year before the war began In Eu- 
rope, the leadm of the Yonng Wom- 
anly CMatlan^eeitoeittleB fiMiwIost 
such a situation, and made ready to 
meet it. They studied the needs of 
the immigrant. They trained skilled 
American social workers to become fa- 
nmar vrlfh the hsme hahlto and to 
speak the language of the Lett and the 
Hungarian and the Greek and the oth- 
er foreign mothers who brought ba- 
bies and bundles over from Ellis island 
to Battery park. 

The organization Into wiildi this ex- 
periment has developed was named 
by the Y. W. C. A. national board, '^Clie 
International Institute for Yomig 
WeaMB." la terms which these wom- 
en can understand, it la teaching the 
foreign-bora how to sew and cook and 
care for the l)ahy. 

To girls Hke Italian Lucia, who con- 
fusedly lingered on the station plat- 
forms when tbe draft trains pulled out, 
the W. T. O. A. Is giving direct as- 
sistance. Educated European women, 
appointed to the regular staff of work- 
ers at the camp Y. W. C. A. Hostesi 
are able to talk to the dxafted 
In thdr own langiiage, assist fliem 
in writing letters home, and la ai^ 
ranging furloughs and little visits to 
the camp. 

•TThe EbMne Information Sorvlce for 
Foreign Fandlies of flhlhrted Men" is 
doing practical relief work for the 
wives and mothers. The purpose of 
the board Is to help the women folk 
left behind to nnderstand where their 
boys are and how they are being treat- 
ed ; how they need home support and 
cheer, how to send them comforts, and 
to keep pace themselves by learning 
English and othw things, eo that whoi 
the boys cone home they will not find 
their women still very un-American 
and out of sympathy with ihem. 

Food conservation, hulletlns have 
twen translated Into 18 or lA languages. 
At the fhetnrtes and manltlon plants 
Interpreters are available for the non- 
English speaking women by whom the 
real war Industries of the country are 
being largely canted on. In 25 im- 
portant dtles btematlenal bstitate 
Bureaus are training American and 
foreign women for full time social 
service work with fovdgnm. Twenty- 
fOar trained woaaen are employed on 
the natloBal and diatrt<it Udd etafC of 
the Y. W. C. A. On June 15 there were 
105 trained women working at Ameri- 
canization. 

Wtien more than TOyOOO Chicago men 
fined oat flMfr Mne cards fsr the Bep- 
temher 12 draft. Gang Luo Wong ap- 
peared at one precinct bringing with 
him Mrs. Gang Wong and tbe three 
diUdren..

A WALLED CITY 

OF WOMEN 

.\ liU.t- j;unny village has grown up 
inside a high wall In France within the 
last year. Re sqpare l&t houses stand 
in straight even rowa aad along one 
side of the city wall Is a long dormi- 
tory for single women. There are many 
more of them than of the families in 
the drab little* hooaee. The village is 
full 4Mt women — old, young, middle- 
aged — ^whose faces, hands and hair 
slowly are turning yellow from the 
powder which it is said will eventually 
affect their longik B«t meat <rf fliem 
are refugees and the fhct that they 
are giving up their good looks, their 
health, and i)erhaps their lives In the 
munition factory, is of little moment to 
them. They have come Into the waBed 
town from mined villages and devas- 
tated farms wlOi flMir frightened Uttle 
children, their despairing old people, 
carrying all their earthly possessions 
in tiny bundles. In their individual 
lives there la no fatore; in all their 
wortd toere la no InteriBSt hut the con- 
quest of the Hun. 

No one comes Into this little war 
coDUDunlty that centers around the big 
new munitions plant hot those who 
work. Because of the danger and the 
blighting yellow powder, the work is 
highly paid and all the workers are 
volunteers. 

Tbe women wear oymlls or apron 
dresses, aome egltladc sateen, some 
nondescript Tbe dull garb harmonizes 
with the yellowing faces and despair- 
ing eyes. 

lato this modem walled dty of de- 
^afar toe Btae Mangle has gashed the 

first message of hope. The Y. W. C. A. 
foyer is the only recreational center 
within reach. The cars which find 
cafes at the end of the line a mile 
away, Btop^ranntog at seven o'dock to 
save fuel. Tbe city Is three miles 
from the factory. 

"My problem," writes the Y. W. C. 
A- secretaiy in dia|gei to keep the 
women oCcapied In tke evenings, to 
give them pood healthy amusement so 
that tJiey will forget their sorrows and 
go to hed and sleep, |ili|Bi< ally tired 
out from playing." 

She goMF en tn tsU «C apase of the 

women «ad gfxls who cease to the 

foyer : 

"There is a pretty little round, rosy- 
cheeked girl here who is Just beginning 
to shewthe «llMtB e( tkeT^dw«sr. The 
roots of ber bair and ber forehead are 
a pale yellow. The palms of her bands 
are a deep burnt orange and h^ bands 
and arins a bright yellow. 

"Then la an ez-profesdonal dancer, 
an lataesating glrl who enjoys the 
foyer and helps entertain the other 
girls. There is a professional pianist 
who does ber bit at the noon and eve- 
ning hoars. There Is one roni^i-and- 
ready girl who speaks English, whose 
father was an innkeeper In northern, 
France. There Is a pretty little girl 
who is engaged to a French soldier 
who atni Is reJMdag eeer the tve min- 
utes she had with him recently during 
an air raid. His mother is the care- 
taker here and he is one of six sons In 
the war. Two of tbem are German 
tnllltatT ps ia oners, two are dvil pris- 
oners In Germany and two are soldiers 
in the trenches. Her home In the 
north of France was destroyed and she 
escaped with a small bundle of such 
things as die eenld cany in her hands. 

"There Is a sweet-faced girl who 
was a lacemaker in Valenciennes, who 
#ame direct to us from the Gernaan- 
ridden section after a hard experience 
In getting away." 

These are toe wemcn tbe Blue Tri- 
angle Is helping to forget — perhaps 
only for an hour at a time — the hor- 
rors that have blackened their hearth- 
stones and darkened the world. 

"My foyer." the Secretary writes, 
"eondflts pf a hall and two largo rooms 
with cement floors. One has a writing 
table and paper, pens and Ink, sewing 
machines, a cupboard vrith teacops In 
it, a large table with pm»ers and maga- 
staiee, easy dudrs and my deSk. The 
other room has a piano, more tables, 
chairs, ironing boards and a Vlctrola. 
There are unframed French pictures 
and American and French war posters 
aronnd toe room. The vralls are paint- 
ed pray and white." 

Saturday evenings they sing and 
dance. "First they have a choros," 
writes the secretary, "such as 'Le Beve 
PnssT or toe *BCyflme des Avlateon' or 
something equally thrilling, and at the 
final notes of triumph a voice at my 
ears begs. 'Cn polka, mees.' The polka 
finished, there is a call for toe 'Hymne 
AflMdeato' and w4 dag toe •8ta»^ 
Spangled Banner,' (LeDrapeav BtoOe) 
in t-A o languages." 

Tiu ><? foyers have been estoMIShed 
in several munition centers In France. 
Badi one hea a esfeterta, a recreation 
ball and rooms fitted up as rest 
rooms, writing and sewing rooms. At 
night these rooms are filled with 
^French girls learning English, book- 
keqiijig or stenography, that they may 
work m the ofllces of toe American 
Ebcpeditlonary Forces. In connection 
with each is a large fecfaMea Held or 
parlc 

At toe request of the French minis- 
try of war the Tonng Women's Chris- 
tian association has opened clnb- 
rooms for the sixteen thousand French 
women employed in the offices of the 
war department 

So sneceesfol has been the foyer 
work In IVance that a call has cOme 
from England to the American Y. W. 
C. A. to bring its Blue Triangle buts 
and foyers across toe diannd. The 
Bngjlsb Y. W. a A. has eetiUUhed 
center^ for munitions wOrkers oh a 
smaller scale, but after Inspection of 
the American work in France tbe four 
English r^resentatlves to the Allies' 
Women's congress In Paris in Aogoat, 
officially reqnested that the Amoican 
Y. W. C. A. nadertete sbnOar work In
